“ 3d. Thai the Lodges be put on the Kegutry of the Grand Lodge of the State 
“of New Yoik. 

“ 4th. That each and every of such Lodges may at any time, with their our, 
consent, come under the jurisdiction of the Graud Lodge of the State of New 
“ York. 

“5th. That if the St. John’s Grand Lodge shall, on or before the next June 
“ Communication, by a vote of their body decide to give up their organisation a« 
“ a Grand Lodge, anil nroflirr themselves to the Grand Lodge of the Sta'e of New 
“ York, their Grand Officers and Pas! Grand Officer* shall be received and »<5- 
“ milted as P. G. Officer* of the Grand Lodge of the State of New York.
